General ownership of automobiles has made 
it much easier for people dwelling in thickly 
settled communities to get out/a long djstance 
in the country, yet many of them do not know 
how to behave when they get there. 

Some of these folks call themselves nature- 
lovers, and are anxious to obtain choice flow- 
ers and foliage with which to decorate their 
homes. So they swarm along the roadsides, 
uprooting beautiful blooms which may be so 
sensitive to such treatment that they will be 
permanently destroyed. Or they break down 
the branches of trees in blossom time, so that 
this vegetation subsequently has a ragged ap- 
pearance. 

As fruits and vegetables ripen, trees and 
vines located along the road are frequently 
robbed, and the owners may get but little of 
of the product thereof. 

Many people seem to make a business of 
this kind of thing, and they prospect for prom- 
ising looking gardens, and descend on such 
property on dark nights. Well-equipped with 
bags and baskets, they stoek themselves up 
in a short time. 

Some folks do these stunts out of a delib- 
erate purpose of theft, while in some cases 
it is merely the habit which they acquired in 
former days in country towns. It used to be 
considered in many localities quite legitimate 
for people to go out into the fields and pick 
what berries they could find, unless land was 
posted against such trespassing. In those 
days such fruits were very abundant. 

But now things are different, and all these 
fruits have value. The country people have 
a hard enough time getting along without 
having to suffer these losses, which often de- 
prive them of products which they have work- 
ed hard to raise. They should be protected 
against such raids, and city and town people 
should realize that in these days they must 
buy and pay for all the fruits and vegetables 
they need.

How the Courts Operate 


Here are two contrasting incidents. Two 
negroes were convicted of attacking women by 
a Dallas, Texas, court May 28 in just one 
hour and nineteen minutes after their cases 
were called, and will die on the gallows June 
28, the date set in their sentence, without 
much doubt. In Chicago the attorneys in the 
Shepherd typhoid germs case spent four 
weeks selecting a jury. Should the trial result 
in a conviction, which is far from probable, 
an’ appeal will be taken and the case fought 
in the upper courts to the exhaustion of the 
last conceivable technicality. These two cases 
are the positive and the negative of court pro- 
cedure in the United States. 

Often we hear used the 
‘‘there is one. law for the

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Amundsend’s Return 


(Redlands Facts) 

As this is written, there is a great paucity 
of information as to the return to safety of 
the Amundsen party. We do not know for 
sure pw close they got to the North Pole, nor 
definitely how they returned to Spitzbergen. 
Perhaps by the time this gets into print there 
will .be further details available. Incident- 
ally, the superiority of the afternoon news 
field, especially“ on the Pacific Coast, was 
shown. ‘The safety of the Amundsen party 
and the death of Senator La Follette, the #wo 
big news happenings of the week, were han- 
dled first and in practically all the details 
available, within 24 hours, by the afternoon 
papers. 

Tt is indicated that the party found it did 
not have gasoline enough to reach the Pole, 
and when within probably 100 miles thereof, 
turned back and proceeded for the same dis- 
tance toward their starting point. There they 
left one plane, took all the available fuel for 
the other, discarded their weighty equipment 
and all in the one ship, returned to Spitz- 
bergen. 

This was undoubtedly the wise thing to do. 
Tt would have been most remarkable if the 
first attempt to reach the Pole by airship had 
been successful. Probably the ‘same party, 
refueled and with the experience gained of 
the first flight, if given favorable climatic op- 
portunity, can now turn the trick. It is only 
800 miles from Spitzbergen to the Pole, but 
the possible landing places are few and bad. 
while the air is full of fog and cloud and 
snow and ice. But the world was thrilled 
yesterday by the news that the party had 
safely returned, for it had’ gotten into the 
minds of the people that probably Amundsen 
and his intrepid men had given their lives to 
the icy fastnesses of the far north, in their ef- 
fort to solve the scientific problems of that 
region.

‘Commencement week’’ annually brings to 
the newspaper offices a large number of 
school program. This year is no exception. 

Scores of such programs have come to the 
Star-Bulletin in the past ten days. 

We are always impressed with the number 
of commencement speakers who choose for 
their subject one or another phase of Ameri- 
can citizenship. Such topies as “he Duties 
of. Citizenship,’’ ee rtunities as an Ameri- 
ean Citizen,’’ “Serving an American Commu- 
nity,”? ‘‘Making a Citizen in the ‘Melting 
Pot’’’ and the like are frequent. 

The generation that is growing up in Ha- 
waii is largely a ‘‘first generation’’ in Ameri- 
ean ‘citizenship. 
the boys and girls graduating from the public 
schools and high schools this week are the 
sons and daughters of immigrants. 

In Hawaii, those immigrant parents have 
found industrial opportunity, have established 
homes, are rearing families. Their children 
are finding free public education, political 
and social equality, and civic inspiration. 

These young people are thinking seriously, 
vigorously, of their duties as citizens. The 
quotations from (commencement programs 
show it. 
here, would show | it. The number of civic 
societies formed among young people of Amer- 
ican birth and alien parentage show it. 

It is a hopeful sign. It deserves recogni- 
tion by ‘other Amerieans here, For the grow- 
ing generation that has come from an alien 
stock is looking anxiously to its fellow-citi- 
zens—the Americans of long-established Amer- 
ican stock—for encouragement and guidance 
along a difficult road. 

The path of the first generation American 
is not always easy, In his own home he may 
find lack of sympathy, lack of grasp of Amer- 
ican ideals. In contact with the outside world 
he may find cynical disbelief in his sincere 
profession of Americanism, he may find even 
active hostility. When he finds belief, faith 
and encouragement, he is immensely stimu- 
lated. He is helped to face. the economic 
struggle that he must inevitably face to estab- 
lish himself as a producing member of the 
community, a home-owner and a success in 
business ‘or professional life. sme

Kitchen Spanish has taken its|~ 
place along with pidgin Engli ght 
as the two most crippled . lan- 
guages in the world, says an ex- 
elusive story to the Los Angeles. 
Times from El Paso. Kitchen 
Spanish, Topsy like, was not bern 
of any: Jexicographer’s brain, but 
just grew. American housewives 
on the border employ Mexican ser- 
vants. The American speaks no 
Spanish, and the Mexican speaks 
less English. “A means of com- 
munication - becomes necessary 
when the sign language fails. 

Spanish nouns, Engiish verbs, 
Anglicized Latin adjectives, and 
| Latinized Spanish adverbs make 
up this linguistic hash, with a few 
good old-fashioned American cuss 
words thrown in when the Span- 
ish servant fails to understand her 
own language. 

“Take the frijoles off the estufa 
and put ’em on the mesa,” is a 
fair sample of the Castilian spoken 
in the kitchens of El Paso. When 
this ‘hodge-podge is spoken the 
Mexican seryants smile and say: 
“Si, Senora,” because. “yes’’ is 
usually the right answer, and go 
ahead doing things = own 
primitive way. 

Because of the great turnover 
in Mexican servants, no sooner 
does one senora of the pots and 
pans learn what she is to do from 
the’ housewife speaking kitchen 
‘Spanish than she goes back home 
and a new servant must be broken 
in and taught that “pagala” means 
ight the gas, and “escom el floor” 
means sweep the floor. aca 
Mexican girls, who speak no 
English are probably the .poorest 
excuses for house servants known. 
They always have an alibi of not 
understanding what is expected of 
them when the task is unusually 
hard.. But they make ideal nurse ¥ 
maids, for the reason that tk-' 
babies are unable to talk to them 
in the strange language of the 
kitchen. They sing Spanish lull- 
abys to the small children, play 
games with their toes and take 
them to the parks. for their daily 
sun baths with -all the skill of a 

trained nurse. 

To overcome this handicap in a 
city where the supply of servant 
girls is always greater than the 
demand, the Y.W.C.A. employment 
bureau has established a school 
for prospective servant girls where 
they are taught kitchen Spanish 
so they can understand what the 
housewives on the north side of 
town are trying to tell them in 
that strange tongue that is a mix- 
ture of English, een Canton- 

This course in kitchen ‘Spanfsh 
is taught by a Mexican woman 
who has ‘worked in American 
homes and understands the local 
language. When she gives. her 
class of bright-faced serv: girls 
a word in the lingo of Ameri- 
can kitchen, then tells them in 
pure Spanish what’ it ‘means,’ the 
entire class‘ giggles at the funny 
way the Gringo ladies have of 
saying pots and pans and pork 
roast. A

STATEMENT ISSUED 


BY HIGHWAY 
COMMISUI 


After careful analysis of the 
accounts of the department, 
and a reasonable estimate of 
funds from gas and motor li- 
cense fees, W. F: Mixon, sec- 


lretary of the California High- 


way Commission, has issued the 
following as an _ authentic 
statement of the financial prob- 
abilities for the coming two- 
year period: 

In outlining its construction 
program for the fiscal years, 
July 1, 1925, to June 30, 1927, 
covering the 77th and 78th fis- 
eal years, the California High- 
way Commissions lays particu- 
lar stress upon that provision 
of. law made effective by As- 
sembly Bill 589, which was{ 
signed by Governor Richard- 
son, and which requires main- 
tenance of all traversable roads 
now in the system on which no 
work has been done. Approxi- 
mately 1240 miles of highway 
are effected by this new law. 

Thus, for a reasonable ex- 
penditure from the mainte- 
nance expenditure fund, which 
is raised by the two cent gas 
tax, these roads will be well 
improved and, in many cases 
in a few years, be built to sat- 
isfactory standards, and dur- 
ing this process will afford 
easy and comfortable accom- 
modation to the traveling pub- 
lic. With this mileage remov- 
ed from consideration for new 
construction, the funds availa- 
ble for such construction will 
be concentrated on the more 
important portions of . main 
line and interstate connecting 
roads, affording relief from the 
demands for construction on 
the less important roads. 

The new law is wise and 
equitable and should have the 
endorsement of all who! are in- 
terested in the proper develop- 
ment of the highway system. 

The commission expects to 
carry on a progressive plan of 
reconstruction and mainte- 
nance during the biennium. 
With approximately $11,000,- 
000 a year for these purposes, 
a well developed™program can 
and will be carried out. Of 
this sum available for recon- 
struction and maintenance, ap- 
proximately $7,500,000 —_ will 
come from the two cent gas 
tax and $3,500,000 from the 
motor vehicle license fees. 

The engineering department 
is prepared to take up the va- 
rious projects over the state 
where the reconstruction needs 
are most pressing, and from 
time to time contracts will be
